Where American Dongbbo/a Won 
Eternal Glory 

It is doubtful whether the po¬ 
pular imagination of the American 
people has ever been more greatly 
stirred than it was over the battle of 
Chateau-Thierry and the tremendous 
Marne offensive. It would be diffi¬ 
cult to find any American who is 
not to some degree conversant with 
this engagement, and who has not 
thrilled with national pride at the 
remarkable exploits of the doughboy 
here, during his baptism of real 
fighting. It was with this same 
sentiment that we also went to this 
front, to see for ourselves what it 
looked like now after the years, 
writes Corliss Hooven Griffis in the 
Philadelphia Ledger. 

It seemed a little bit strange to us 
that we could cross the Marne river 
just as readily as any other steam. 
Somehow it was to us a sort of a sa¬ 
cred thing, a river above any other 
river in history. The first sight of it 
gives an American a memorable thrill, 
as he pictures the mighty events 
which have occurred on its banks. 
And bis heart beats even faster when 
he gazes across at Chateau-Thierry. 
It is hard to conceive, as he stands 
on the banks, that here is the exact 
spot where America stopped the 
German onrush and saved the world 

Chateau-Thierry was never so thor¬ 
oughly devastated by shell-fire as 
some of the other towns in the vicin¬ 
ity, so that it is in fairly good shape 
now. The streets are crowded with 
busy people again, and life has re¬ 
turned so nearly to normal it does 
not seem possible that the marks of 
machine gun bullets on the walls of 
the houses could have been made 
only a few years ago. But to the 
American it is the battle only which 
remains in his mind, and his as¬ 
sociations are more of the spirit than 
of the immensity of the engagement 
at this point. It is unforgettable to 
stand by the river and look upon the 
very ground from which an appalled 
and almost despairing world received 
its first message of hope in those 
dreadful days of June, 1918 . 

Brilliant Feat of Arms. 

Here American troops rushed into 
the face of the.advancing German 
with all of the impetuous enthusiasm 
of youth, and wrested an astounding 
victory from what seemed certain de¬ 
feat. It was not the first engage¬ 
ment for the Americans, nor was 
it the best planned ; and Chateau- 
Thierry certainly was not the great-1 
est battle, yet it can fairly be called I 
the most brilliant feat of American I 
arms. 

One part of this battlefield which I 
has a peculiar hold on the American I 
heart is Belleau Wood. So far as I 
that is concerned, is famous all over I 
France as well. As one advances in I 
that direction every landmark ap -1 
pears in some way to be associated I 
with the American Army, especially I 
as part of the historic battleground I 
of the Second Division. On the way I 
to Belleau we passed through the I 
ruins of Vaux and Bourgesches, 
both villages having been captured I 
by this division during the fighting I 
of June and July. 

It was remarkable, however, to me I 
the way in which the actual scares of I 
war are being removed from this sec -1 
tion of the country. The fields for I 
the most part have been put in such I 
excellent shape again that one won -1 
ders how this can have been achiev -1 
ed. The signs of the shelling are be-1 
coming scarce, since the majority of | 
the innumerable holes have been fill -1 
ed up and eliminated. Of course, the! 
dead trees and splintered forests are! 
still to be seen, and the ruins of I 
walls and houses do not allow you to | 
mistake the region for any thing else! 
but the battlefield that it was. I 
Nevertheless, the whole countryside I 
is not now torn up in everything like! 
the same degree that it is around I 
Verdun, 

AT BBLLRAU WOOD. ; 

The battle of Belleau Wood can I 
never be adequately appreciated I 
until the place itself has been seen. I 
The terrain is not only most un- I 
usual, it is extraordinarily difficult ;| 
thickly timbered, and of a rugged, I 
rocky formation, it differs from any I 
other battleground that we have I 
visited in France. In fact, it was! 
over just such ground as this that I 
the battle of Gettysburg was fonght I 
in the Civil War. In these woods, I 
between the great boulders which I 
are strewn about everywhere, occur -1 
red day after day the most savage of | 
hand-to-band fighting. Positions 
were taken, lost and retaken, until I 
in the end the whole of the little for -1 
est remained in the hands of the I 
Americans. I - 

From Belleau Wood we roamed I 
over various parts of the battlefield, I 
sometimes in the sector of one divi¬ 
sion and sometimes in that of another. I 
It wss difficult—too difficult, in fact— I 
to follow the progress of the various I 
divisions over the battlefield. Suf I 
ficfent for us that, although we 
knew the First, Second, Third, I 
Fourth and Twenty-sixth divisions 
were all engaged here at the begin- I 
ning, and that later the Twenty- 
eight, Thirty-second and Seventy- 
seventh divisions gallantly contfn -1 
ued the fighting, they were all heroic 
Americans. 

ISeatii ml Utrm. Amelia l.obb, 

Mrs. Amelia Lobb, a well-known | 
deaf widow, living in Ubricbnvlb*-, 

O., died Friday morning, May Z., 
1924, at her home, in Kant Bank 
Htreet, after a week's illness. 


She was taken ill with pleurisy 
developing into pneumonia. Her 
maiden name was Amelia Rees, 
who was boru on the 3d of Novem¬ 
ber, 1868, and she was married to 
Mr. Robeit- Lohh, of Cleveland, 
December 30th, 1890. After living 
in Cleveland for six years, they 
moved to Uluichsville. Mr. Lobb 
died sixteen years ago. 

Four children, Mrs A. J. Shaw, 
Uhricbsville ; Mrs. Leroy Brown, 
of Cleveland ; Charles and William ; 
all surviving except Charles, who 
died two years ago. 

Mrs. Lobb was a member of the 
Christian Church, and tielouged to 
the Kamelia Ladies’ organization 
of tiie Ku Klux Klan. 

Funeral services were held on 
Monday afternoon. May 6th, in the 
charge of Rev. James McCord, and 
the members of the K. K. K con¬ 
ducted the services, and the re¬ 
mains were buried in the Union 
Cemetery.

$75,000 PLANTATION IS BEQUEATHED 
TO ARKANSAS AGENCIES 

Pine Bluff, April IGih , 1924. 
As a result of the death last night 
at Arkadelphia of Mis. Johnnie 
Mays Waller, former wife of the 
late Phillip G. Jenkins, merchant 
and planter of Sherrill, the big Jen 
kins plantation at .Sherrill, valued 
at about $75,000, will go to the Davis 
Hospital of Pine Bluff, the Arkansas 
Deaf-Mute Institute at Little Rock 
aud the Caholic Orphans’ Asylum 
of Litle Rock. 

P. G. Jenkins was killed the 
night of December 25th, 1915, st his 
home. T. 8 . Bradbury, a young 
man who was employed by Jenkins 
was charged with the killing, and 
was tried three times in circuit 
court here, but each time the jury 
was unable to reach a verdict aud 
tbe oase was finally dismissed. 

WILL IS FOUND 

A short while after his death a 
will which had been made by Mr. 
Jenkins, dated April 3d, 1911, was 
filed In probate court. At that 
time he was a bachelor, and he pro¬ 
vided that his three brothers and a 
half-brother slionld receive $1 each 
and that the remainder of the estate 
should be equally divided among 
tbe Davis Hospital, the Arkansas 
Deaf-Mute Institute and the Catho¬ 
lic Orphans’ Asylum. 

He further provided that In the 
event be should b 3 a married man 
at the time of his death, his widow 
should receive all of the personal 
property and should collect, tbe 
rents and profits from the real estate 
during her lifetime, after which the 
rents and profits should go to the 
three institutions originally named, 
unless he should leave a child or 
children, In which event the heirs 
should inherit the property 

Tbe widow was married a few 
years ago to W. C. Waller, and they 
have made their home on the

To avoid confusion 
among my readers hailing from the 
Colorado School, between the old 
Argo Hall and ttie new Argo Build¬ 
ing, we shall state that the name of 
Argo Ilall has been changed to the 
Asa T. Jones Hall. It is more fit 
tit g that the new building he given 
the name of Argo, as it was Dr. W. 
K. Argo’s last and most cherished 
accomplishment in behalf of a Get¬ 
ter school for the deaf and the 
blind. 

Due honors were paid the late 
W. K Argo by several eminent 
men of the present day, among 
whom were Dr. Hubert Work, Se¬ 
cretary of the Interior and long con¬ 
nected with the work of the Colora 
do School, Ex-Governor Oliver II. 
Shoup, and Dr Van Cleve, of New 
York. The latter, himself notable 
for his work among the sightless, 
paid a most fitting tribute to the 
late superintendent as a man of 
ability and means in the education 
of the blind. Dr. Argo was known 
alike for his work among the deaf 
as well as the hliud. 

Wolpert, the first gra 
duate and one of the first seven 
pupils of the Colorado School, gave 
a brief history of the old school. 

A. L. Brown, head teacher of the 
literary department, interpreted (lie 
speeches for the pupils, as well as 
the small group of ex pupils and 
graduates, in a most commendable 
manner.

So 
I lie improvement of the chancel has 
since then remained in abeyance. 

Perhaps the new Pastor of All 
Souls’, who seems to have a pen 
chant for innovations and changes, 
may take up the matter of improv 
ing the chancel in due course of 
ime, that is after the improvements 
most necessary now have been 
provided. The chancel that is the 
most beautiful part of a church,' 
therefore, offers Rev. Snmltza fine 
opportunity to develope his ideas 
of tiow a beautiful church for the 
(leaf should look.
